The Engineering Report and Revised Plan of Reclamation, prepared by Gee and Jens.

The engineer's estimated cost of this construction and other im- 
provements to the District canal and lateral ditch system із $300,000.00 to be financed 
through a bond issue after approval by a majority of'the freeholders residing within the 
District. The bond issue is to be repaid Ьу а Debt Service Tax Levy of. approximately 
$3.75 per acre per year over a twenty-five year period. On the average city lot, 75’ x 150", in 
Pahokee, this will mean about 90c per year increase over your present taxes.
